Communism does not propose to 'capture*' f.h* bourgeois* parliamentary 


•tat*, bat to conqner and destroy It As lone as ttao bourgeois* state prevail:, 
tot capitalist claw can bafflo the will of the proletariat. 


In thoa* countries In which historical development ban furnished ttm 


opportunity, the working class has utilized the retime of political democracy 
tor Its organization against Capitalism. 


Tilt older unionism was based on the craft divisions of small Industry. 


The unions consisted primarily of skilled workers whose skill Is Itself a form 
of property. The onions were not organs of the militant class straggle. To- 
day the dominant unionism Is actually a bulwark of Capitalism, merging la 
Imperialism and accepting State Capitalism. 


The proletarian revolution comes at the moment of crisis In Capitalism, 


of a collapse of the old order. Under the Impulse of the crisis, tbe proletariat 
•cts for the conquest of power, by means of mass action. Mass action concen- 
trates and mobilises the forces of the proletariat, organized and unorganised; 
ft act* equally against the bourgeois state and the conservative organizations 
of the working class. Strikes of protest develop Into general political strikes 
and then Into revolutionary mass action for the conquest of the poweV of the 
state. Mass action becomes political In purpose while extra-parliamentary In 
form; It Is equally a process of revolution aad the revolution Itself In operation. 


The Communist Party Is the conscious expression of the class struggle of 


the workers against capitalism. Its aim la to direct this straggle to the con- 
quest of political power, the overthrow of capitalism and tbe destruction of 
the bourgeois state. 


Tbe Communist Party prepares Itself for the revolutloa In the measure 


that It develops a program of Immediate action, expressing the mass strag- 
gles of the proletariat These struggles must be Inspired with revolutionary 
spirit and purposes. 


The Communist Party Is fundamentally a party of action. It brings to 


the workers a consciousness of their oppression, of the Impossibility of Im- 
proving their conditions under capitalism. The Communist Party directs the 
workers* struggle against capital Urn, Developing toller forms tad purposes la 
this struggle, culminating In the mass action of the revolution. 


Tbe Communist Party shall make the great Industrial struggles of the 


working das* Its major campaigns, In order to develop an understanding of 
fee strike la relation to the overthrow of capitalism. 


(a) The Communist Party shall participate In mass strikes, not only to 


achieve tbe Immediate purposes of the strike, but to develop the revolutionary 
Implications of the mass strike. 


(b) Mass strikes are vital factors In the process out of which develops 


fee workers' understanding aad action for the conquest of power. 


(c) In mass strikes under conditions of concentrated capitalism there Is 


talent tbe tendency toward the general mass strike, which takes on a political 
afcencter and manifests the impulse toward proletarian dictatorship. 


In these general mass strikes the Communist Party shall emphasize the 


•eessstty of maintaining Industry and the taking over of social functions 
SjsuslU discharged by tbe capitalists and the Institutions of capitalism. TN 
Strike Brest cease being Isolated and passive; It must become positive, general 
aad aggressive, preparing tbe workers tor the complete assumption of Indue- 
trial and social control, 


(a) Every local and district organisation of the Party shall establish 


eeotact with Industrial units In Its territory, tbe shops, mills and mines—and 
ttnet Its agitation accordingly. 
. 
(b) IBM? Committees shall be organised wherever possible for the pur- 


pose of Communist agitation in a particular shop or industry by the workers 
employed there. These committees shall be united with each other and with 
the Communist'Party, so that the party shall have actual contact with the 
workers and mobilise them for action against capitalism. 


The Communist Party must engage actively in the struggle to revolution* 


Ise tbe trade unions. Aa against the unionism of the American Federation of 
Labor, tbe Communist Party propagandizes Industrial unionism and" Industrial 
unloa organization, emphasizing their revolutionary implications. Industrial 
Unionism Is aot simply a means for the everyday straggle aga'.nat capitalism; 
Ua ultimate purpose Is revolutionary, implying the necessity of ending the 
capitalist perMttrtntnry state. Industrial Unionism ts a factor In the final 
siaas action for the conquest of power, as It will constitute the basts for tbe 
laduatritl administration of the Communict Comtnonwoaitli. 
£- (a) The Communist Party recognizes that the A, P. of U Is reactionary 
aad a bulwark of oapitulisrn. 


(b) Councils of workers shall be organized In the shops as circumstances 


anew, for the purpose of carrying on the Industrial un!ou stvugple in the old 
unions, uniting and mobilizing the militant elements; these councils to be 
unified in a Control Council wherever possible. 


(e) It shall be a major task of the Communist Party to agitate for the 


construction of a general Industrial union organization, embracing the L W. W, 
W. I. Ik tT.. Indepeuilent and secession unions, militant Tiaieus of the A. F. of 
I*, and the unorganized workers, on the. basis of the revolutionary class 
•truggle. 


The Comrntmtst Pnrty shall encourage movements of tbe workers In the 


SBopd seeking to realize workers* control of Industry, while Indicating their 
limitations under capitalism; concretely, any movement analogous to the Shop 
Stewards of England. These movements (equally directed against tbe union 
buresucracy) should be related to the Communist Party.

Probable Thit No Human Foot Has 


Been in Dwelling for at Leant 


1,500 
Years.

It was tlio experience of Eyre Pow- 


ell of 44 \Vnvwrost nvenue. Venire, 
who In enlarging n unlnue photograph 
t.iken with a telephoto lens, made what 
may prove to be one of the greatest 
archaeological discoveries of recent 
yetirs In the United States. 


The photograph was taken In Zion 


canyon, Utah, recently declared a 
national park, and shows what ap- 
parently Is a cliff dwelling 400 feet' 
long and 60 or 70 feet wide. 
It is 


probable, according to Mr. Powell, that 
no human foot has been In the dwell- 
ing for l.fiOO years or longer. 
In 


this fact lies Its chief archaeological 
Importance, as other cliff dwellings, 
found at the surface, have heen the 
homes of animals nnd much disturbed 
since being Inhabited by their original 
builders. 


The photoifraph was taken at a 


distance of about three-quarters of a 
tnlle from 
the 
cliff, 
Mr. 
Powell 


having no Idea that It would reveal 
anything of particular Interest 
The 


portion of 
the 
photograph 
which 


later was found to show the nnclent 
dwelling was less than a quarter of 
an Inch In size. 
Through successive 


enlargements this was Increased to 
about 12 Inches. 


The dwelling Is about 400 feet 


above the top of the shale slide at 
the base of the cliff. 
Leading down 


from the dwelling are traces of th* 
ledge once used by the dwellers to go 
up and down to their safe retreat. 
These ledges have been almost com- 
pletely eroded by the elements In the 
lapse of years, and It Is safe to say, 
according to Mr. Powell, that the 
dwellings there have been undisturbed 
for many centuries. 


The discovery of the cliff dwelling 


In the picture came as a complete 
surprise to Mr. Powell. 
He has de- 


cided, however, to make an early In- 
vestigation of the place, and believes 
that a skilled Alpine climber may be 
able to pick his way up the almost j 
destroyed ledges which the ancient In- \ 
habitants were wont to climb.

and saw the snow swiftly settle and 
almost tho laud appear. 
It is true 


that there were warnings 
by 
the 


weather bureau of storms approach- 
ing from the west, but nobody appar- 
ently worried about it, even at mid- 
night, when, 
or 
betorr, practically 


everybody was a-bed 
and 
possibly 


dreaming of the advent of spring. 


From such visions of settling snow 


and spring-to-be, 
all Oneonta and 


everybody cise in Central and North- 
ern New York, \\oke yesterday morn- 
ing to realize that winter had only let 
up a little to get a firmer hold. The 
new snow in this cit.v, according to 
fairly careful measurements at that 
time, was about ten inches deep, and 
later additions protJably increased it 
to a full foot on the leve). 
Unfor- 


tunately, however, the T'ind allowed 
little of it to lie quietly, and every- 
where walks and streets filled up al- 
most as fast as they could be shoveled' 
out, at least anywhere the breeze had 
anything like a clean sweep. 
While 


the churches of the cit: had perhaps 
the smallest attendance of any Sun- 
day morning for the past two years, 
the absentees justified themselves for 
their absence if by thoir industry they 
kept the walks at least fairly passable. 


On the highways leading out from 


the city drifts made travel impossible, 
and the good work which by township 
and city and individual had been ac- 
complished, is practically to be done 
over again. 


The trolley company, which during 


the earlier big snowfall had little dif- 
ficulty on the northern end of its line, 
had troubles of its own yesterday in 
that direction. 
With much heavier 


snowfall even than in Oneonta, and 
with a wind reported to have been at 
some times blowing 60 miles an hour, 
tr 
cuts were blown full, and not a 


•wheel, save on the snow plows, was 
turning1 north of Richfield 
Springs. 


From Hartwick one c.'.r reached One- 
onta in the morning, anc! 
returned 


north as far as Richfield; 
another 


which was to leave that viflage in the 
afternoon for Oneotna. was subse- 
uently annulled. Though much de- 
layed, the milk train from Richfield to 
Cooperstown and that Iron. Hartwick 
for Oneonta. made their trips, each 
being preceded by a snow plow to 
clear the way. 


On the city streets the tracks were 


cleared with fairly good success and 
cars were kept running from Third 
street to West End and to West One- 
onta without much regard to schedule. 
In fact, the5" made better than sched- 
ule time, as they were kept going as 
rapidly as possible, with n<> waits at 
the end of the line. The Normal line 
was closed, but the rotary snow plow- 
was sent over it last night in an en- 
deavor to clear the tracks before they 
w.ere frozen full oJ ice, the city serv- 
ice being for a time discontinued in 
order to pro\;de power for the work. 


The Vlster & Delaware passenger 


train was only about 20 minutes late 
In reaching Oneonta yesterday noon, 
and did not report any great trouble, 
though there was a big snowfall over 
the whole line, which fortunately had 
not yet begun t& drift. The milk train 
was nearly three hours late— a not 
uncommon thing and not perhaps to 
be attributed wholly to the snowfall. 


On the D. & II. trains from the tres* 


were not grcatlv delayed in reaching 
Oneonta. however it may have been 
further east. The morning train was 
about 1." minutes late, and the train 
due -it Onf-onta .it 4:1"> left Bingham- 
ton IT niinutrs late and reached One- 
onta 4" minutes milv behind timo. Xo 
such good fortune, however, attended 
the road north of this city. -The morn- 
ins, or "par1"1'" train, stuck in the 
dHfts only a t»v; miles out of Albany, 
and was finally annulled, going back 
to Alban-.-.

Albany on timf. bringing !h» Sunday 
dfti;i<-s and such passengers as courage 
nr necessity compelled to make the 
jotirn«>>.

ARMORED SUIT IS DESCRIBED 


Inventor Explains 0«vlc« Which En. 


•>blM Him to Work Fr««ly Under 


7,000-Pound PreMure — Tw 


Claim Oeep-Sea Record. 


New Yorlt. — Before the Germans 


sunk a single vessel in the late war, 
it was estimated that there were 
strewn upon the floors ot the Seven 
Seas, $7,000,000,000 worth of ships and 
cargoes, and records indicated that a 
.large part of these were recoverable. 
Since the war the sum of the ocean's 
burled treasure is practically Incal- 
culable. 


Naturally nations now v.e Mlth one 


another for the re«nery ot choice 
morsels of this treasure trove, and 
individual Inventors are devoting ge- 
nius and energy to the evolution of 
salving devices ranging In sire from 
the one-man diving suit to complicat- 
ed mechanisms so large that they 
dwarf the seagoing vessels of which 
they are integral parts. 


Benjamin 
Franklin 
Leavitt 
of 


Brooklyn, Inventor of a diving snlt, 
who claims the deep-sea record, talk- 
ed enthusiastically yesterday about 
what can be accomplished In recov- 
ering the shimmering treasures of 
gold and silver and precious stones 
with which old ocean's floor is car- 
peted. 


Incidentally, Mr. Leavltt protests 


most emphatically against the assump- 
tion of world-record honors for any 
other diving armor than his own. He 
backs his protest in these statements: 


"I not only hold the record for de«p- 


sea diving, but for deep-qea salvage. 
I went down 361 feet m Grand Tra- 
verse Bay, Michigan, and remained 
down for 43 minutes the first time, 
and at another time nearly two hours. 
This lsM;he world's record descent. 
Capt. John Morgan of the Morgan 
Transportation company, a cousin ot 
the late J. P. Morgan, did the sonnd- 
ing. 'He took three soundings, using 
a wire sounder, and there is no possl- 
bil ty of error. 
Twenty-sir persons 


witnessed the descent. This was In 
1916. 


TvJo Claim Deep-S«a Record. 


"I see by some of the newspapers 


that a Mr. Turner claims- the world 
record. The statement is made that 
Mr. Turner went flown 300 feet 15 
miles off Graves Light, _Massachusetts. 
Look at this chart. Conceding that 
Turner went down and did everything 
he said he did, if yon can find a 360- 
foot depth anywhere 15 miles oft 
Graves Light I'll eat the map. Here's 
49 fathoms — 294 feet— the deepest wa- 
ter 15 miles off the light." 


Coming now to the question of his 


divirsr suit, Mr. Leavltt said that Its 
principal point of advantage Is In the 
air-supply arrangement. 


"My suit," said he, "Is self-contain- 


ed. carrying enough air for a four- 
hour submergence. The oxygen tank 
is connected with a reducing valre 
which reduces the pressure from 1,900 
pouMs to 2 pounds to the square 
inch, and, spraying through a nozzle, 
sucks nitrogen through a caustic s»da 
cartridge. It raises with the nitrogen 
and Is discharged over the shoulder 
of the diver from a tube. The caustic 
soda absorbs the poisonous carbon 
dioride and moisture. To protect the 
man from the caustic soda, I use an 
automatic valve that closes In three 
second" after the water reaches It. 


"The suit itself weighs 350 pounds 


and with me In it weigher! Just 500 
pounds. 
The suit's buoyancy, how- 


ever, counteracts 425 pounds of that, 
leaving a balance of 75 pounds that 
I bear on/ the bottom of the sea. 


Mr. Leavltt regretted that he could 


not show the armor Just as It was 
when he went down ia Grand Tra- 
verse Bay. but he explained, he had 
made several Important Improvements 
since that descent 


"I learned a lot" he said: "In fact, 


I might say I learned more from tny 
first 45 minutes actual experience 
down on the bottom, in mv armor. 
than I learned from years of theort?/- 
ing. 
Take the jointed strut rods down 


the sides of the, lew and both sides 
of the arms, for instance. They were 
added after my descent" 
, 


Leavitt's Diving Armor. 


Here he reassembled the armor to 


show how it worked. The legs and 
arms, which are very flexible, are 
made of hard-rolled «-opper tubing. 
guaranteed to stand 700 pounds of 
pressure to the square Inch. 


"These hinged stnrt rods down both. 


sides of the arm." said Mr. LeavJtt. 
"tako the pressure from the wrist to 
the shoulder. The shoulder Is a solid 
casting of manganese hronze and has 
a ball-bcaric- whlf* allows the man 
within to rn«ve hi* arms, which 
not be possible without ball or 
bearings." H*T» Mr. Lwivitt wh!rt««fl 
the arm around freely to illustrate h5s 
point- "At a sTir-mergeoce of 361 f«-«t

This was found In connection with 
the 350 tons of copper which went 
down lu the Pewablc in Lake lluron, 
In 1865. The' copper was salvaged 
from a depth of 180 feet. Mr. Lcavat 
«ays other salvagers had tried to get 
It and failed, and no less than seveu 
divers In rubber salts had lost their 
lives In vain attempts. 


"It Is not possible lo do salvaging 


work In winter, except in southern 
waters.

It was pointed out by Mr. Leavltt 


that £1,000,000 sterling had already 
b^en recovered by British government 
divers fiom the White Star Dominion 
liner Laiirentle, which was sunk In 
1917 
ofT Fasad Light. 


When questioned about the possibil- 


ity of getting good diver', Mr Lea\ltt 
replied: 


"Good men are scarce, as you know, 


for diving or 
anything else 
Still, 


you nm usually get a man. and, if 
you direct him, he can do almost any- 
thing. But usually, if tflrown on his 
own resources, he will be almost help- 
less." 


When asked about the possibility 


of gettlnc the cargo lost when the tor- 
pedoed 
Lusitanla 
went 
down, 
Mr. 


Leavltt said it should certainly be pos- 
sible. 


"In my armor, I ran. If necessary, 


descend 1,000 feet," he said. "The Lu- 
sltanla Is In 285 feet of water. As to 
the value of salvage, there Is .$2,500.- 
000 gold In her and $5,000,000 worth 
of imperishable freight, such as cop- 
per, brass, Iron, etc. There are also 
$5,000.000 worth of negotiable securi- 
ties, quite npnrt from the valuables, 
jewelry and <-ash of passengers.

gold in her. She is in about 315 feet 
of water." 


Mr. Leavltt said that the position of 


these ships would not change percepti- 
bly, as *here was at most, a four-knot 
current at such depths.
